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$22 million 
air study 
'worthless' 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - A $22 million 
government air pollution study turned 
out to be worthless because time and 
money pressures caused the researchers 
to use shoddy scientific methods, 
congressional investigators said Wednes­ 
day. 
The five-year Environmental Protec­ 
tion Agency study was supposed to find 
out exactly what levels of air pollution 
from automobiles, power plants and 
similar sources of pollutants have an 
adverse Impact on public health. 
The study, called the Community 
Health and Environmental Surveillance 
System, was to be used by the EPA in 
writing rules restricting pollution. 
“In the drive for results, the program 
did not adhere to standards of quality 
control, validation of methods, cross­ 
checking of data and calibration of in­ 
struments required in such research,” 
said a report from the House environ­ 
ment subcommittee. 
“The results present a picture of a

p ressu re d 
by 
EPA 
management-imposed time constraints 
to meet legislated mandates for promul­ 
gating new standards, hampered by ina- 
d e q u a t e mechanisms to detect and 
correct mechanical problems and han­ 
dicapped by budgetary and management 
restrictions placed on the program after 
it was well under way.” 
Subcommittee 
Chairman George E. 
Brown, , D-Calif., said identifying the 
impact of industrial and automobile 
pollution “demands ... the highest 
quality” of research. 
“That is what we are pushing for, and, 
unfortunately, that is not what we 
found,” Brown said. 
The study was of “virtually no quan­ 
titative value due to problems and mis­ 
takes in carrying out the project,” the 
report said. 
Brown's committee cleared the EPA 
study, however, of charges made in 
published reports earlier this year that it 
suffered from “hanky panky” and its 
data had been deliberately distorted. 


Rhodesia air 
force attacks 
Mozambicans 


SALISBURY, Rhodesia (UPI) - Rhodesia sent its air force into action againsi 
Mozambican government positions in response to “unprovoked aggression against 
its troops hunting guerrillas inside Rhodesia, the military command announced 
Wednesday. 
The announcement was the first time Rhodesia has admitted using aircraft agjinst 
Mozambican troops in the growing border conflict with its eastern neighbor. It did 
not say when the engagements took place. 
“Security force headquarters announce that in another incident of unprovoked 
aggression on the eastern border, Frelimo (the Marxist movement that runs Mozam­ 
bique) have fired on security forces operating in Rhodesia,” the communique said. 
“The security forces were subjected to heavy mortar and machine gun fire-Ap­ 
propriate retaliatory measures were taken, including the use of aircraft, and it is 
known that Frelimo suffered a number of casualties. There were no security force 
casualties M 
Over the past week, Mozambican radio has reported Rhodesian incursions and 
heavy battles between its troops and the alleged invaders. Until now, Rhodesia had 
not officially commented on these reports. 
, _ „ 
One battle, according to the Mozambican reports, occurred at the Frelimo camp at 
Mavue, one mile inside Mozambique, and another further south in the Pafuri area 
near the junction of the Rhodesian, Mozambican and South African borders. 
Earlier this month, Rhodesia announced its troops carried out a three-day sweep in 
Mozambique to forestall an offensive against Rhodesia planned by Mozambique- 
based guerrillas.

So far this month, the Rhodesians say they have killed 187 guerrillas inside 
Rhodesia- more than in all of 1875. The death toll for the year stands at at least 1.370 
guerrillas and 180 members of the security forces.

bag discharges; 
bystander killed 


DENVER (UPI) - A loaded Luger 
pistol, tucked away inside a military duf­ 
fel bag, accidentally 
discharged 
Wednesday as it was being transferred 
from a commercial airliner and killed a 
31-year-old station agent standing only a 
few feet away. 
Police and FBI officials identified the 
victim as Stephen William Kilian, a 
Frontier Airlines employe for the past 10 
years. Kilian, a father of three, was the 
only one injured in the incident which oc­ 
curred outside a concourse at Stapleton 
International Airport 
Authorities said Kilian was struck 
once in the back of a head by the bullet 
from the 357 magnum Luger pistol He 
was killed instantly. The gun was one of 
two loaded weapons discovered inside 
the bag. 
“The agent was just transferring 
luggage from one flight to another.” said 
Frontier Airlines spokesman Larry 
Bishop 
“The gun went off acciden­ 
tally when the luggage was being moved 
It.wasn’t dropped.” 
The owner of the duffel bag was iden­ 
tified as Augustine S. Hart. Officials said 
the man boarded a Frontier plane at 
Omaha, Neb., and was transferring to 
another flight to Billings. Mont., when 
the accident occurred. He was taken into 
custody for questioning by both federal 
and local officials 
Hart declared that weapons were in 
the duffel bag before he boarded the 
plane in Omaha, and officials said the 
luggage carried a tag warning that guns 
were inside. 
Bishop said the FBI intervened in the 
case to determine if federal laws were 
violated because of loaded weapons be­ 
ing carried in the luggage. 
“In certain cases, it is a federal 
crime,” Bishop said. “If it’s not a crime, 
it’s at least a very foolish and dangerous 
thing to do."

In 1969 this reporter persuaded the 
management of The Record to produce 
an education reporting form as a means 
of collecting news generated at the clas­ 
sroom or campus level. 
Dr. Bill W illiam s, principal of 
Vandenberg Junior High School, hap- 
pened to be passing through the old 
Record office at the time and the idea 
was laid before him. What did it sound 
like to Williams? “Great,” he said, and 
the idea became a reality. 
This reporter hand-delivered stacks of 
the forms to the individual schools and 
even carried them directly into the clas­ 
sroom. 
That’s about as far as it-went, for all 
practical purposes. The idea never took 
hold, for whatever reason. Teachers and 
administrators and others connected 
with education seem reluctant to set 
down on paper details of their pet 
projects. Part of this comes from 
modesty, part from the philosophy that 
too much “smoke” as the track coach at 
Chula Vista High School characterized 
publicity, was not good for teen-agers, 
and part from the intensive preoccupa­ 
tion teachers and administrators have 
with their work. My mother might say 
they tend to hide their talent under a 
barrel. 
Recently, however, some pressure 
from top level a dm instrati on elicited a 
series of “papers” outlining programs 
that have a special meaning for the in­ 
dividual schools. Some of the pressure 
came from the administration’s effort to 
conform to edicts of the Stull Act for 
school accountability. That aspect of the 
la to is new to this reporter, but Assistant 
Supt. Mel Wilde says it’s part of the 
act’s mandate for two-way communica­ 
tion between the schools and the com­ 
munity. 
Here are some gleanings from the 
papers. Administrators at Vandenberg 
Junior High School write about a visit to 
Sacramento and San Francisco made by 
a group of 12 and 13-year-old students 
from the school’s leadership-history 
class. In the words of the authors, the 
students ”... met with Assemblyman 
Gary Hart; with a representative of 
State Sen. Omer Rains, with a represen­ 
tative of Gov Edmund G. Brown Jr., and 


with a representative of Dr. Wilson 
Riles, state superintendent of public in­ 
struction.” 
The purpose of the meetings was to 
present recommendations for action by 
the state government in areas of 
ecology, local community problems, and 
education. 
That was a rather ambitious project 
for junior high school youngsters, but 
the effort is typical of the thrust 
generated by the leadership-history class 
down through the years. 
In cooperation with the Peace Corps on 
another occasion, the class raised money 
- more than 1640 — to help build a 
school in Mafutseni, Swaziland, Africa. 
On another occasion, the class raised 
money to support a needy Navajo boy in 
Crownpoint, N.M. 
In 1974, the class tackled the political 
process, utilizing a classroom caucus

The department said the strain, 
believed brought into the country 
from the Philippines, must be con­ 
trolled because it also is becoming 
resistant to spectinomycin the only 
drag found so far to be effective in 
treatment. 


A spokesman for the depart­ 
ment’s venereal disease control unit 
said that because the particular 
strain is “completely” resistant to 
penicillin, it will eventually become 
resistant to other drags. 


“When the genes are changed to 
fight one drug, then it opens the gate 
to others,” he said. “It’s like a 
crack in a dam.”

Other classes have tackled the 
problems of the environment. 
What lasting impact has all this had on 
the students? A poll taken by the school 
shows that more than 75 per cent of the 
students in a four-year span have con­ 
tinued their involvement in school and 
community affairs. 
Administrators at Westwings School at 
Vandenberg take special pride in the an­ 
nual patriotic parade that attracts 
hundreds of parents and guests in addi­ 
tion to the campus population. 
The administrators give credit to 
Juanita Main for the parade’s concep­ 
tion. 
The program varies from year to year, 
but there is usually a presentation of 
songs, card stunts and square dancing. 
Results of a patriotic essay contest are 
announced; and the Daughters of the 
American Revolution present awards. 
Hundreds of students, teachers and ad­ 
ministrators enter into the annual event 
with a vigor that makes the campus 
come alive. 
Charles McElmurry, principal of La 
Honda School, extols the multi*ge clas­ 
ses that his school has developed as a 
spur to individualized instruction for 
each child. 
“In May of 1973,” McElmurry wrote, 
“as a newly assigned principal, I began 
discussions with three experienced 
teachers who had been developing an in­ 
formal approach to learning...

Part of the rationale behind the

awareness of the real world.

vestigation of the illness and doubted the 
cause would ever be found. 


Rep. John M Murphy, D-N.Y., head of 
a subcommittee on consumer protection, 
said the federal investigation was beset 
with poor communications, lack of 
organization and an almost “tunnel 
vision” towards swine flu as a cause. 
“In other words, the job done by the 
federal people, to be charitable, was 


botched up,” Murphy said at the close of 
two days of hearings. 
“This, in all probability, means we will 
never determine the cause” of the il 
lness, Murphy said. 
Investigations of the mysterious il 
lness that killed 29 persons last summei 
and sickened 151 others following a staU 
American Legion convention here wen 
conducted by local, state and federa 
health officials. 
Murphy said he did not know how “w< 
could have been awarded three Nobe 
Prizes this year in medicine and at th 
»m e time blow the search for the caus 
of the Philadelphia epidemic.”

KUWAIT (UPI) — Arab oil ministers 
ended a two-day meeting Wednesday ap­ 
parently without reaching a common 
stand on the size of a proposed increase 
in oil prices. 
Sheikh Abdel Aziz Ben Hamad A1 
Thani, finance and oil minister of Qatar, 
told the Qatari News Agency the 
meeting’s results were “fruitful” and 
“will have deep effects on the future of 
the region.” 
But when asked about the price in- 


crease the Organization of Petroleum 
Exporting Countries is expected to 
decide at its meeting in Qatar Dec. 20, 
Thani » id only, “OPEC’s committee of 
economic experts issued a price recom­ 
mendation based purely on economic 
studies after its recent meeting in Vien­ 
na.” 
OPEC has not made public the ex­ 
perts’ recommendation, but oil industry 
sources and Arab рте» reports have es­ 
timated it between 15 and 20 per cent. 


OPEC members have proposed price 
hikes ranging from 8 to 25 per cent. Iraq 
and Algeria have indicated they support 
the higher figure. Saudi Arabia reported­ 
ly plans to back an 8 per cent hike and 
the United Arab Emirates have Mid they 
will fight any increase above 10 per cent. 


Thani, whose country is hosting next 
month's OPEC meeting, said he would 
discuss a firm opening date with the 
cartel’s other members.

Northern planners 
scuttle $600,000 
dirt vehicle site

North county members of the County Planning 
Commission helped turn thumbs down this week 
on a plan for expenditure of $600,000 for a 30-acre 
Goleta property for use of some 17,000 off-road 
recreational vehicle users on the South Coast. 
Commissioner Robert Ferrero of Los Alamos 
said he felt there could be “ no justification to 
spend that amount of money for land to ride 
motorcycles on,” and the commission eventual­ 
ly decided to shy away from the “high noise in­ 
dustrial zone” site close by Santa Barbara 
Municipal Airport in favor of looking elsewhere 
for cheaper land, in a rural area. 
Commissioner Joe Gray of Santa Maria told 
the commission: “ I can find you a river site in 
Santa Maria if you don’t care to drive up there^ 
The commission agreed that north county off- 
roaders have a good situation going for them 
with the recreational site north of Santa Maria, 
in comparison with the plight of the 17,000 South 
Coast riders who must travel long distances into 
other comities to get their recreation. 
Gray said he was also opposed to the staff 
proposal to utilize $150,000 in oil settlement 
funds as the county’s contribution to the Goleta 
site, with a state ORV grant sought to foot the 
remaining $450,000. He and other commissioners 
felt oil settlement funds should be utilized for 
marine or beach enhancement. 
However, the commission went on record as 
giving acceptance at this time to department 
proposal to make use of Santa Barbara oil settle­ 
ment and Proposition 2 funds to acquire the 
EUwood-Haskels beach area near the Ellwood 
Pier and utilize $33.000 in county funds along 
with $101,000 in state grant money to purchase 
an addition to Arroyo Burro County Beach Park 
between Goleta and Santa Barbara 
Formal recommendations on the acquisition 
program are expected to be drawn up next 
month for presentation to the Board of Super­ 
visors. 
The Park Department staff had recommended 
a 1977 capital improvement program for 1977-’78 
totaling $1.9 million including the acquisition cf 
the Goleta off-road vehicle site, and the two 
beach properties, along with a development 
program. 
The commission indicated it wanted to give 
more study to the proposed park development 
program. 


Pahos estimated that the package could be 
financed largely with oil settlement, oil royalty, 
Proposition 2, and other state grant money, leav­ 
ing only about $181,000 to come from the coun­ 
ty's general fund. 
North county commission members agreed 
with Mangus that it seemed to be too expensive 
to buy high-priced urban land of any large size 
for off-road vehicles to play around in. 
Commissioner Robert Ferrero, of Los 
Alamos, said he felt $600,000 expenditure for the 
Goleta site “ couldn’t be justified.” 
Bob Weirick, chairman erf the County Of f-Road 
Recreational Vehicle Committee, estimated 
that “we’re talking of 17,000 people in the South 
Coast area needing an off-road recreational 
vehicle site.” 
The Goleta site, it was estimated, could han­ 
dle about 150 riders at a time, and a concession 
arrangement could be set up, it was hoped, to be 
profitable to the county. 
But Mangus and other commissioners said 
they saw many hangups for this site in addition 
to the high cost. 
Mangus felt the concession aspect was 
“ nebulous" and opposed the proposal to ask for 
$150,000 in oil settlement money to fund the 
county's share of the $800,000. He thought it 
would be difficult for the county not only to 
amortize its $150,000 investment but to maintain 
such a site. 
Commissioner Carter Ray, of Isla Vista, said 
he felt other sites looked at by the advisory com­ 
mittee might be further evaluated. He and 
Mangus agreed that the Tajiguas Canyon site 
where the county has property for landfill pur­ 
poses could be restudied. 
As for water for the proposed Goleta site, it 
could come in the form of unpotable water from 
Goleta Sanitary District, the commission was 
told. 
The staff felt the Goleta site should have high 
priority because Goleta is in the center of pop­ 
ulation of the area. Ventura County has found 
that a remote rural site now used for ORV pur­ 
poses needs to be augmented by a site con­ 
venient to the urban population, Pahos said. 
Pahos said other alternative sites include the 
old Thunderbowl property east of Carpinteria, 
Los Cameras-Highway 101 area property, and 
the County Transfer Station on Cathedral Oaks 
Rd.. east of Goleta. The latter is being leased for 
equestrian purposes, however.

NASA computer science 
grant given to Cal Poly 


National Aeronautics and 
Space Administration grants 
totaling $47,000 have been 
awarded to Dr. Joseph E. 
G rim es of the Com puter 
Science and Statistic Depart­ 
ment faculty at California 
Polytechnic State University. 
San Luis Obispo. 


Dr. Grimes expects to use the 
grant to develop formulas and 
computer programs for es­ 
tim ating the safety and 
stability of a tilt-rotor aircraft 
being developed by NASA at its 
Ames Research Center in Sun­ 
nyvale, Calif. 


The experimental aircraft 
has rotors on its wings that are 
used in helicopter (or vertical) 
mode during take-off and 
rotated to airplane (or horizon­ 
tal) mode during flight.

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Controversial ag labor 
board access rule revised 


SACRAMENTO (UPI) - The 
state Agricultural Labor Rela­ 
tions Board Wednesday rewrote 
its controversial “access rule" 
to restrict the number of days 
that union organizers can 
recruit members on a farmer’s 
private property. 


At the same time, the board 
said a grower must provide 
them with a list of his employes 
after the union presents evi­ 
dence that 10 per cent of the 
workers want to join the union. 


The current “access rule,” 
which Cesar Chavez tried un­ 
successfully at the Nov. 2 elec­ 
tion to write into permanent 
law. allows labor union organiz­ 
ers a c c e ss to a grow er’s 


property for an hour before and 
after work and for an hour dur­ 
ing lunch for 365 days a year. 
The rewritten version, which 
will take effect Dec. 1, reduced 
the total to 142 days if a petition 
to hold a union representation 
election is filed with the board. 


The current rule is bitterly 
opposed by growers who con­ 
tend it violates their property 
rights. They waged an intensive 
campaign to defeat the Chavez 
plan which appeared as Prop. 
14 on the ballot. 


The board has had the rule 
under review for months but 
waited until the outcome of the 
election before rewriting it. 
In its action, the five-member 
Chavez calls rule 
revamp 'erosion' 


KEENE (UPI) — A spokes­ 
man for United Farm Workers 
Union leader Cesar Chavez said 
Wednesday the modification of 
the access rule by the state 
Agricultural Labor Relations 
Board was “the beginning of an 
attempt by agribusiness to 
erode and impair the law.” 
Mark G rossm an, one of 
Chavez’ chief spokesmen, said 
Chavez was “very upset” by 
the board action which reduced 
the number of days union 
organizers could recruit mem­ 
bers on a farm er’s private 
property from 365 to 142 per 
year. 
“The growers were able to 


defeat proposition 14 because 
they told voters the initiative 
was not necessary since there 
already was a law insuring 
farm workers rights,” Gross­ 
man said. “They said they sup­ 
ported the law and wanted to 
give it a chance to work.” 
He said the UFW’s argument 
was that the only way to 
safeguard the law and prevent 
the growers from weakening it 
was the passage of Proposition 
14. 
**We predicted this would 
happen and less than a month 
after the proposition was 
defeated they have begun 
eroding it,” Grossman said. 


Ed­ 
mund G. Brown Jr., on a 4-1 
vote, adopted a rule limiting un­ 
ion organizing activities in cer­ 
tain areas of nurseries, poultry 
farms and dairies because of 
grower complaints about the 
threatened spread of disease by 
union recruiters.

But board member Richard 
Johnson, who cast the lone dis­ 
sent against the changes, said 
the limitations have “no real ef­ 
fect as a practical matter. 
“Organizing activities are 
necessarily concentrated dur­ 
ing a few times of the year at 
the most and under either 
regulation the amount of time 
spent by organizers on the 
employer's property would be 
about the sam e,” Johnson said. 
“It is highly unlikely that the 
unions would need or want to 
spend more time on a single 
farm than that affored by the 
proposed regulations.” 
As for nurseries, poultry 
farms and dairies the board 
adopted changes that would 
prohibit organizers in certain 
sensitive areas such as milk 
barns or other enclosed areas 
where eggs are being hatched. 


Ruling on death 
penalty to be 
appealed by ACLU 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (UPI) - 
The Ohio Suprem e Court 
Wednesday upheld the constitu­ 
tionality of the state’s death 
penalty because it is “imposed 
only in cases of purposeful 
murder” and when other fac­ 
tors are involved.

Leaked Aussie secrets helped 
Russia build anti sub missile 


BUCHAREST. 
Romania 
(UPI) — Soviet leader Leonid I. 
Brezhnev expressed hope today 
that negotiations with the 
United S ta tes on lim itin g 
strategic weapons can go on 
after President-elect Jimmy 
Carter takes office and be “suc­ 
cessfully concluded.” 


“We consider that a solution 
of the problem is perfectly pos­ 
s ib le b e c a u se th e m ain 
problems have already been 
resolved in principle,” he said. 


Brezhnev spoke to about 7,500 
Romanian Communist party of­ 
ficials gathered in the sports 
palace to hear him and Presi­ 
dent Nioolae Ceapsescu on the 
third and final day of his official 


visit to this Balkan country. 
The visit apparently did not go 
well. 


Brezhnev accused the West of 
taking advantage of strained 
relations between Moscow and 
Bucharest to drive a wedge 
between the Communist part­ 
ners. Comm erce Secretary 
Elliot Richardson met with 
Romanian officials in this city 
at the same time Brezhnev was 
here. 


“Our class enemies are try­ 
ing to exploit any complica­ 
tions in relations between 
socialist countries and to sl­ 
ander us and undermine mutual 
trust." the Soviet Communist 
party general secretary said. 


In his 40-minute speech, 
Brezhnev spoke generally about 
the need for disarmament on a 
worldwide basis because “the 
arms race has reached such a 
point that all humanity could be 
destroyed " 
He then focused on the 
Strategic Arms Lim itation 
Talks, which have been in 
progress for four years and in 
deadlock for one. 
“We want to hope that after 
the change of administration in 
the United States the talks 
which we have with the United 
States on the reduction and 
halting of strategic armaments 
will be continued and success­ 
fully concluded.” the Russian 
leader said. 
Frequent moving not cause of 
social ills, sociologists say 


BERKELEY. Calif. (UPI) - 
Most people blame social ills 
and unrest on rootlessness that 
results because Am ericans 
move so often. 
Wrong, according to two 
University of California soci­ 
ologists. People don’t move 
more frequently now than they 
have for the last two centuries. 
And many people would be bet­ 
ter off if they packed up more 
often. 
With 40 million Americans 
moving every year, the conven­ 
tional wisdom is that so much 
mobility cuts people cut off 
from relatives, neighbors, 
schools, churches and constant 
community values. 
But this notion presumes 
most of our ancestors lived and 
died in the same place — 
something that is not true ac­ 
cording to an argu m en t 
developed by Claude Fischer, 
an assistant professor. and Ann 
Stueve. a doctoral candidate, in 
the British magazine, New 
Society. 
Recent research into tax 
records, census data and parish 
records indicates that over the 
last two centuries, mobility has 
not changed much either way. 
Each decade 40 to 60 per cent 
of an average American town’s 
population departs — roughly 
the same percentage that has 
always left those towns. 
Just before the Civil War, 
Bostonians were at least twice 
as mobile as modern Ameri­ 
cans. 
But what has changed is the 
kind of person who is moving 
“ Previously, 
movers were 
more likely to be poorer people 
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who were pushed’ from their 
homes by fam ine, failure, 
social unrest and similar dif­ 
ficulties 
Increasingly, they 
have become wealthier people 
who are ‘pulled’ from their 
homes by opportunities for 
economic advancement, better 
bousing and more pleasant sur­ 
roundings 
The writers say notions about 
earlier eras are based largely 
on writings and habits of the 
well-to-do, a class which then 
stayed put. The poor and the 
transient, who were far more 
numerous, are unnoticed. 
Today the middle and upper 
class are the most mobile, and 
their lives again are taken to 
represent society as a whole. 
The sociologists label as a 
myth the idea that moving must 
be damaging to the mover and 
his family. 
They say 85 per cent move 
within their metropolitan area, 
60 per cent move within five 
miles, and 28 per cent move 
w ith in 
th e ir 
ow n 
neighborhoods. 
Given cars and telephones, 
these moves need not disrupt 
social relations, upset sense of 
place or require changes of life 
style. 
When suffering results from 
moving, usually it is because of 
the social, psychological and 
money costs rather than the 
move itself. 
News media stories about 
nomadic executives have dis­ 
torted the picture, the social 
scientists say. because it is not 
the executives who are greatly 
hurt. 
Those who suffer the most 
are th o se who la ck th e 
resources to cope with a move 
— typically the poor, the 


minorities and the elderly. 
The real issue is not whether 
people move, but whether there 
are rewards for doing so. the 
authors say. The people who 
are worst off are people who 
should and would move but can­ 
not. 
“Take, for example, unem­ 
ployed people in economically 
depressed communities, elder­ 
ly homeowners in deteriorating 
neighborhoods, and overgrown 
fa.Uies in cramped quarters.”

As Safir reported that Syrian

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SAN D IEG O (U P I) - A 
special 10-man task force of the 
San Diego Police Department is 
in the San Ysidro substation, 
regrouping for another night­ 
time foray out into the no­ 
man's land along the border 
where crim e runs rampant 
upon the illegal aliens sneaking 
into the U.S. 
Then ... a phone call from the 
Border Patrol. “ There’s been 
an attack... we have a victim ... 
we have one suspect and are 
seeking more ... help us.” 
And because the scene of 
another in a series of alien at­ 
tacks is only one-half mile from 
the police station, the task 
force is there quickly. 
Then the chatter on their 
walkie-talkies: "where ya at,”

Neither the border patrol 
helicopter or the sheriff's 
helicopter are available at this 
moment — and they are 
desperately needed to light up 
the scene and speed the search.

And within five minutes 
Lt. Burle Snyder is bouncing 
over rutted roads and up a hill 
where he starts firing flares 
that illuminate some of the 
brushy, steep canyons. 
But the searcn is quickly 
abandoned when it is deter­ 
mined there was only one vic­ 
tim and three suspects. 
The 21-year-old victim lost 35 
cents and a blue denim jacket 
to three young men. ranging in

And farther east, where the 
slums of Tijuana gradually sl­ 
ope downhill into the U.S. and 
to the canyons — Spring Canyon 
and Deadman’s Canyon are the 
most treacherous — the poor 
from south of the border 
carefully tread their way 
through brush and rocks, over 
cactus and rattlesnakes, worry­ 
ing all the while that the Border 
Patrol w ill capture them and 
end a dream of life in the U.S. 
The Border Patrol estimates 
40 per cent of all illegal aliens 
who enter the country do so in 
this 18-mile stretch. They say 80 
per cent of all aliens entering 
California do so here. 
But in recent years these 
aliens have had an even more 
deadly enemy to fear — the 
banditos. Coming from both the 
U.S. and Mexican sides of the 
border, these gangs of young 
men and boys ranging in size up 
to 20 members, have learned 
this is a happy hunting ground 
of prime targets. 
The illegal entrant carries 
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everything he owns with him, 
and because he’s illegal, he’s 
not likely to report the crime to 
police. As Lt. Snyder explains, 
“ he’s hiding from everyone in 
the whole world in the first 
place.” 
The result has been a haven 
for crime. It is an area where 
125 robberies, four rapes and 
three murders occurred in the 
first nine months of this year. 
And at that, police estimated 
only 10 to 25 per cent of the 
crimes are reported. 
Usually a victim w ill report a 
crim e only when he is so 
seriously hurt he must seek 
medical help, or when ap­ 
prehended by the Border Patrol 
or customs agents. 
By the time the crimes are 
reported to San Diego’s San 
Ysidro police station — a 
quarter-mile from the border — 
the police have what Lt. Snyder 
calls “ a cold crim e.” So much 
time has passed by then there’s 
virtually no hope of finding the 
criminals. 
That’s why the San Diego 
police are conducting a 60-day 
experiment with the special 
task force of Spanish-speaking 
police handpicked from the 
patrol ranks. Theirs is the task 
of proving that concentrated 
law enforcement w ill wipe out 
border banditry. Applications 
are pending for federal funding 
for a permanent program. 
They operate in two basic 
ways: disguise themselves as 
illegals, and mingle with the 
aliens working their way across 
the border, prepared to arrest 
those who attack them; or 
wearing used Army camouflage 
clothing, they lie in wait along 
the trails most often used by the 
illegals, ready to swoop down 
on a criminal act. 
The decoys have been at­ 
tacked and robbed, but in the 
process have apprehended 
more than two dozen young 
men. mostly from Tijuana. 
Sgt. Jesus Manuel Lopez, 29, 
leader of the force, graphically 
tells what it’s like out there: 
“ We are scared 60 per cent of 
the time and mad a lot of the 
other 40 per cent.” 
When they’re lying in wait, 
they’re loaded down with a 


shotgun, handgun, handcuffs, 
flashlight, walkie-talkie and a 
canteen. As they crawl around 
in the darkness they face other 
hazards than just a potential 
human attacker. The area has 
rattlesnakes and there’s a low- 
growing cactus everywhere 
that already sent some of the 
police to the doctor to extract 
the needles. 
A basic weapon in the area is 
rocks, which abound. “ Rocks 
are the weapon the border ban­ 
dits use most,” Lopez said. The 
rocks are plentiful, can do a 
great deal of damage, and can­ 
not be identified as evidence as 
readily as guns or knives. 
It is a strange mood which 
descends on the border area at 
twilight. The lights of Tijuana 
blaze into the sky ; the children 
yell at play in the rutted roads 
of Colonia Liberdad, a residen­ 
tial area adjacent to the border, 
and dogs bark at the night and 
at each other. 
Meanwhile, on the rock- 
strewn barren hills which slope 
downward across the border 
into California, scores of people 
sit in groups — some of them 
families, others just temporary 
alliances. 
They await darkness sitting 
there as casually as though 
waiting for a fireworks show. 
And across the canyon on the 
rugged California hills, the 
four-wheel drive vehicles of the 
Border Patrol and the San 
Diego Police Department look 
acr 
♦ the gathering crowds. 
It ’ 
s every night. 
i soon as darkness is 
co 
i the aliens w ill swarm 
across the border. They’ll pick 
their way through rugged brush 
canyons, often led by guides 
they have paid for the help. 
They climb their way up the 
steep sides on the U.S. side, and 
hope they can make it to a 


rendezvous point before they 
are intercepted. 
Lt. Snider took me back to the 
area in daylight, and it is amaz­ 
ing how safe and calm the 


territory looks in bri$it sun­ 
shine. “ Look at this,” he said, 
as he kicked at a wallet. Then 
he pointed, first here, then 
there. a( pieces of clothing, 


parts of shoes, pieces of paper 
— all sorts of evidence that rob­ 
bers had thrown away what 
they didn’t want after picking it 
over carefully.

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U.S. consulate In Tijuana works 
to end criticism of operations 


TIJUANA, Mexico (UPI) - 
George Kettenhofen, American 
consul in Tijuana in charge of 
the Americans Abroad section, 
is aroused from bed early with 
a call from general hospital. A 
man has been seriously injured 
in a car accident. He may be an 
American. 
Identifying marks and finger­ 
prints are checked and run 
through a computer. The man 
had a criminal record in the 
United States and is positively 
identified as an American 
citizen. An ambulance rushes 
from San Diego and takes the 
man to a hospital across the 
border. His life is saved. 
In a recent interview Ketten­ 
hofen and Robert Kent, newly 
appointed consul general in 
Tijuana, discussed the dual 
function of the office: protec­ 
tion and welfare of American 
citizens in Mexico and process­ 
ing visa applications for Mexi­ 
can nationals. 
Growing criticism has been 
leveled against the consulate 
about both functions, with 
American prisoners claiming 
they are mistreated in Mexican 
jails, and many Mexicans com­ 
plaining about how long it takes 
for visa applications to be 
processed. 
“United States law permits 
only 120.000 visas annually to 
applicants from the western 
hemisphere,” Kent said. “We 


have more than that from Mex­ 
ico alone, so the waiting list is 
very long — up to two years. 
The time varies from month to 
month.” 
Concerning 
incarcerated 
Americans. Kent said, “It is es­ 
sential the consulate do all it 
can to insure Americans with 
problems here are treated fully 
in accord with Mexican law. My 
preliminary reaction is the con­ 
sulate has the full cooperation 
of Mexican authorities in this 
area ” 
At any given time there are 
from 40 to 60 Americans in 
Tijuana jails on charges of be­ 
ing drunk and disorderly, 
reckless driving, drug-related 
charges, alien smuggling or 
other violations. 


The U.S. agreem ent with 
Mexico says the consulate will 
be notified immediately if an 
American is admitted to a 
hospital or jail. 
The Tijuana consulate ser­ 
vices all of northern Baja 


California. Members of the 
staff visit Tijuana hospitals and 
jails daily to learn of Ameri­ 
cans there. Prisoners are each 
visited once a month, including 
those jailed in Ensenada and 
Mexicali. 
While being interviewed, Ket­ 
tenhofen was waiting for a 
phone call to go through to 
Louisiana, so the mother of a 
prisoner could be notified. 
Tijuana has an old-fashioned 
telephone system, and all long­ 
distance phone calls must be 
placed through an operator. 


While waiting for the call, 
Kettenhofen explained the man 
had been jailed for smuggling 
Central Americans into the 
Tijuana area so they could 
Sneak into the United States. 


“Mexican jails are difficult if 
you don't have someone on the 
outside to look after you and 
send you money,” Kettenhofen 
explained. “ You can get any­ 
thing you want in the jail, but 
you have to pay for it.”

Cooking 
talents

Thanksgiving Day following dinner seems like not 
quite the time to suggest more recipes for the cook. 
But other days are coming and appetites will once 
again require appeasing. So we bring, as previously 
promised recipes from my sister Alice, two from 
Paula Daly, and a very easy to make salad which you 
may want as early as tomorrow. 


Alice’s Special Coffee Cake 


lMi cups sugar 
V* cup nuts 
1 tbsp cocoa 
1 tsp cinnamon 
3 cups all purpose flour, sifted 
1 tbsp double acting baking powder 
1 tsp. baking soda 
Vfc cup margarine 
3 eggs 
IV4 cups sour cream 


Preheat oven to 375 degrees. Make filling: In small 
bowl combine Vfc cup sugar, nuts, cocoa and cinnamon 
Sift flour, baking soda and baking powder onto a waxed 
paper. 
In large bowl, with electric mixer at medium speed, 
cream margarine until light and fluffy. Gradually beat 
in 1 cup sugar. Add eggs one at a time, beating well 
after each addition Beat in flour mixture alternately 
with sour cream. 
Into a greased bundt pan, pour half of batter. Top 
with filling Spread remaining batter evenly over this 
Bake 1 hour or until tester comes clean Cool com­ 
pletely in pan before removing. Makes 10 servings. 


Paula’s White Bread 


2 pkgs active dry yeast 
*4 cup warm water 
2 2/3 cups warm water (additional) 
V4 cup sugar 
1 tbsp salt 
3 tbsp shortening 
9-10 cups all purpose flour 
soft butter or margarine 


Dissolve the yeast in *4 cup warm water. Stir in 2 2/3 
cups warm water, sugar, salt, shortening and 5 cups of 
the flour Beat until smooth. Mix in enough remaining 
flour to make dough easy to handle. 
Turn dough onto lightly floured board; knead until 
smooth and elastic, about 10 minutes. Place in greased 
bowl; turning greased side of dough up Cover and let 
rise in warm place until double, about 1 hour. 
Punch down dough; divide in half. Roll each half into 
rectangle. 18x9 inches Roll up, beginning at short side. 
With side of hand, press each end to seal. Fold ends un­ 
der loaf Place seam side down in greased loaf pan 9x- 
5x3 Brush loaves lightly with butter. Let rise until 
double, about 1 hour. 
Heat oven to 425 degrees Place loaves on low rack 


so that tops of pans are in center of oven Bake 30-35 
minutes or until deep golden brown and loaves sound 
hollow when tapped. Remove from pans, brush with 
soft butter and cool. Makes two loaves. 


Quick Buttermilk Bread (Wheat) 


2 pkgs active dry yeast. 
*4 cup warm water 
IV4 cups buttermilk 
IV * cups all purpose flour 
3 cups whole wheat flour 
V« cup shortening 
2 tbsp sugar 
2 tsp baking powder 
2 tsp salt 
soft butter or margarine 


Grease loaf pan 9x5x3 inches. In large mixer bowl, 
dissolve yeast in warm water. Add buttermilk, 1 Mi 
cups all purpose flour and 1 cup whole wheat flour, 
shortening, sugar, baking powder and salt. Blend one 
half minute on low speed, scraping bowl occasionally 
Stir in remaining wheat flour. (Dough should remain 
soft and slightly sticky.) 
Turn dough onto well floured board; knead 5 minutes 
or about 200 turns. Roll dough into rectangle 18x9 in­ 
ches Roll up beginning at short side With side of hand 
press each end to seal Fold ends under loaf, and place 
seam side down in pan.

'Little White Church' 
now historical landmark 


(Editor's note: This is the se­ 
cond in a series relating to 
historical landmarks, both 
state and county, in the Santa 
Ynez Valley which will appear 
in The Record on an intermit­ 
tent basis.) 
KING M ERRILL 
Still familiarly known as the 
“ Little White Church in the 
Valley," the one-time Santa 
Ynez V alley P resybterian 
Church in the heart of the tiny 
community of Ballard — the 
first to come into being in the 
Santa Ynez Valley — is Santa 
Barbara County Landmark No. 
4. 
A large, carved redwood sign 
in front of the church notes 
“ B a lla r d 
P r e s b y te r ia n 
Church... 1898 ..A Typical Early 
American 
Church...Dedicated 
June 2. 1968...Santa Barbara 
County 
Historical Landmark 
Committee...Marker No. 4.” 
The church was dedicated on 
that extremely warm June 
afternoon in a brief program 
which saw Miss Jeannette 
Lyons, who recently celebrated 
her 90th birthday and who was 
bom in Ballard, unveil 
the 
marker with the help of then 
five-year-old Elisa Merrill, a 
m em ber of the o ne-tim e 
Ballard Drum and Bugle Corps 
which played for the event as 
well as a followup landmark 
dedication the same afternoon 
at the Ballard School which 
became Landmark No. 5 in the 
county. 
The history of the little 
country church goes back to the 
year 1895 when the church was 
established and services were 
first conducted in a saloon in 
Ballard 
Later, the congrega­ 
tion worshipped in the Ballard 
School which had been built in 
1883 
During the summer of 1898 
when there were no crops to 
harvest because of the “dry 
year." which produced a mere 
two and a half inches of rainfall 
in the area, the men of the con­ 
gregation had little inclination 
to plant their crops. Instead 
they decided to build their own 
church 
This was the year. too. that

Y ne z V a l l e y 
Presbyterian Church complex 
on a five-acre site along Alamo 
Pintado Road at the West end of 
Baseline Avenue, the pioneer 
church was purchased by Ray­ 
mond M Paaske of Solvang on 
Oct 23.

Paaske in turn sold the 
church property to Mr. and 
M r s .

December of 1974. 
It is now known as the Santa 
Ynez Valley Chapel and serves 
as a non-sectarian place for 
weddings and funerals. 


The interior of the church and 
now chapel in Ballard is much 
the same as it was in the early 
days except for a change in 
decorations. Chairs, originally 
used, have been replaced with 
pews and the coal oil lamps by 
electric lights. The wooden 
pulpit is the same and the 
church’s old clock is the one 
that marked the hours when the 
services were held in the school 
house 


In addition, a comprehensive 
landscaping program has been 
carried out on the church 
grounds and old-fashioned one­ 
time street gas lamps con­ 
verted to electricity provide 
outside illumination

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New 'movie' takes viewer on 
a journey into human brain 


SAN DIEGO (UPI) - It 
won t play at your local movie 
theater, but a new film prac­ 
tically takes the viewer on a 
journey into the human brain. 
The film, resulting from the 
blending of photography and 
computer techniques, has been 
hailed by its developers as one 
of the most innovative research 
procedures developed for neu­ 
roscience. 
For years Dr. Robert B. 
Livingston, neuroscientist at 
the University of California. 
San Diego, has been able to con­ 
vert to movie film a step-by- 
step analysis of micro-slices of 
the human brain. 
But only recently has he 
teamed with Kent R. Wilson, of 
the UCSD chemistry depart­ 
ment. to reduce the anatomy of 


a brain to three-dimensional 
computer models, which pro­ 
vide a new precision for dis­ 
play, measurement and com­ 
parison of human brain struc­ 
ture. 
In a p ro cess known as 
cinemorphology, the human 
brain is embedded in solid 
plastic, then placed on a giant 
microtome, which slices the 
brain at precise intervals, into 
pieces 25 microns (a micron is 
one-millionth of a meter). 
As each piece is sliced — 
about 10.000 of them — the 
remaining brain is precisely 
photographed. The series of 
photos are then put on movie 
film, and the result is a smooth 
flowing examination of the 
brain. 
As Livingston described at a

recent public showing of the 
film, “ the fanlike structure of 
the cerebellum opens like the 
petals of a flower.” 
Through electronic means, 
the individual photos have been 
converted to computer storage, 
to be retriev ed as three- 
dimensional computer “ mo­ 
dels.” When projected they look 
much like intricate line dra­ 
wings. Each of the 24 parts of 
the brain, which have been con­ 
verted. is in a different color. 
Researchers can study any 
part of the brain, from any 
angle, and then can “fit” it 
together with other parts to see 
their relationship. 


While the new system is a 
boon to students — because it 
will enable them to better un­ 
derstand the sizes, shapes, and 
interrelationships of various 
parts of the brain, Livingston 
sees even greater potential in 
research. 


He says the motion picture is 
merely a "sideshow to quan­ 
ta tative neurology. We wanted 
to have some means to get the 
absolutely accurate and precise 
o r g a n iz a tio n 
and 
relationships.”

OCOTILLO, Calif. (UPI) - 
Poor M arvin. He was two 
orders behind, he had eggs on 
the grill, and a couple of 
customers were clamoring for 
more beer. 
“ I ’m sure glad we’re not 
busy," he grumbled, “because 
Lu’s gone to the doctor, and I’m 
no cook." 
Marvin is Marvin L. Stein- 
bach. who owns the sm all 
Ocotillo Cafe (the sign says 
merely "cafe” . “ I’ll get around 
to putting O cotillo on it 
someday," he explains) at the 
western edge of the Imperial 
Valley Desert. 
I t’s a w atering hole for 
travelers heading over the 
mountains to San Diego on 
Interstate 8. 
At one point Marvin asked the 
five customers at the counter 
“ which one of you ordered the 
stew9" forgetting the order had 
been canceled 20 m inutes 
earlier. “ I didn’t w rite it 
down,” he apologized 
Steinbach manages well when 
Lu is aboard, for she takes care 
of the cooking and he takes care 
of the dispensing. 
But when she’s gone, a fierce­ 
ly independent Marvin doesn’t 
hesitate to tell customers, 
“This is home cooking. We 
don’t make anything in ad­ 
vance. You’ll just have to 
wait.” 
He explained how one of his 
first orders of the day was ham 
and eggs “and I looked for that 
ham for 20 minutes before I 
could find it. I don’t know 
where she keeps things ’’ 
And when he got behind on a 
couple of hamburgers and told a 
customer the reason was he had 
two orders ahead of that, the 
customer replied “I was a fry 
cook once myself, I know you 
can keep three or four orders 


going at once.” 
“ But I've got a small grill,” 
Marvin retorted. 
The cafe clearly has none of 
the modern features like walk- 
in freezers, glistening 12-foot 
grills and indoor restrooms. 
The building appears to be one 
of the oldest in town but it is 
neat, and clean, and — most im­ 
portantly — cool. The tem­ 
perature gets to 118 degrees 
some afemoons around here. 
Marvin dispenses food and 
drinks — mostly beer — to the 
hot and thirsty travelers. 
They’re bikers and truckers and 
tourists and businessmen. 
He was explaining how happy 
he was to have Lu cooking 
because she knew how to cook 
for a few people. “Most cooks 
I’ve had in here,” he com­ 
plained. “want to cook every­ 
thing in five-gallon pots. I say 
hey man. what are you gonna 
do with all that stuff - we can’t 
put it all in the refrigerator 
because we’ll run out of 
room ’” 
Business fluctuates so much 
from day to day that Marvin 
says the best he can do is buy a 
little every day and “keep pull­ 
ing the old stuff off the front of 
the shelves, and putting the new 
stuff behind.” 
A retired carpenter from San 
Diego. Marvin bought the cafe 
earlier this year and well 
remembers the biggest day he 
had — that day a flash flood 
devastated most of the town 
The water missed the Ocotillo 
Cafe, and with stranded tou 
rists. visiting news reporters 
and displaced residents, there 
wasn’t room to stand in here," 
Marvin recalled. “I had people 
sitting out on the porch eating 
breakfast It was so crowded I 
couldn’t tell who had paid and 
who didn’t.” 


MONTICELLO, Utah (UPI) 
- The aboriginal Anasazi In­ 
dians had everything going for 
them in their desert Southwest 
homeland. So why did they 
nearly die out, leaving only a 
few ancestors? 
A Brigham Young University 
archaeologist, who thinks he’s 
answered the riddle, says much 
was known about the Anasazi, 
except the reason for their 
demise. 
“They raised corn, beans and 
squash, hunted wild animals, 
produced tools, pottery and 
utensils, and lived in peace, 
security and prosperity in the 
Four Corners region of Arizona, 
Colorado, New Mexico and 
Utah for more than 1,000 
years,” says BYU professor 
Ray Matheny. 
But Matheny says by the year 
1300 they were gone, leaving 
behind the villages of multi- 
storied stone and masonry. 
“Only the tumbled remains of 
the many-roomed pueblos, cliff 
dwellings and towers attest that 
a sizeable population once lived 
in this now desolate country.” 
He adds that most archaeolo­ 
gists have thought a drought 
drove the Anasazi from the 
area around the San Juan and 
Colorado rivers, that their 
crops failed and water supplies 
diminished, and the Indians 
were forced to move. 
“It wasn’t a drought,” said 
Matheny. “We don’t argue with 
the drought. But previous dry 
periods just as serious occurred 
and they didn’t drive the 
Anasazi from their homes. 
“They over-used the land to 
the point that the land could no 
longer support their numerous 
population, and they were 
forced out.” 
And the BYU professor of 
archaeology and anthropology 


believes a study of the Anasazi 
now can provide a valuable in­ 
sight into desert land use plann­ 
ing in the future. 
“The Anasazi, in occupying 
Four Corners for nearly 1,000 
years, seriously deforested the 
local environment of the ca­ 
nyons and mesa tope where 
there once was good soil, along 
with plants, water and ani­ 
mals.” 
With his students, Matheny 
reconstructed an apartment 
complex of 17 rooms. “ In 
reroofing just the kiva — a 
ceremonial structure — we 
used 175 trees. Reroofing the 
entire complex would have 
taken no fewer than 500 trees.” 
“ The n atu re of th e ir 
construction was destructive 
enough so that over time there 
was serious loss of soil and 
water, which the Anasazi 
couldn’t cope with because of 
their stone age technology. So 
they were forced to abandon the 
country during the last period 
of extended drought.” 
But Matheny says he hasn’t 
stopped with studies of the 
Anasazi’s ancient land use pat­ 
terns. H e’s also studying 
modem farmer and randier use 
of the same land. 
“It took the Anasazi 800 years 
to bring the country to near 
ruin. But it took the modern 
farmers and ranchers only 90 
years to do still far greater 
destruction.” 
He said perhaps the most 
destructive period for Four 
Comers lasted only about 25 
years — between 1870 and the 
mid 1890s. 
“ A fter the ca ttlem en 
deserted the area, then the 
sheepmen took over, further 
devastating the environment,” 
he said. "Then the sheep in­ 
dustry collapsed, leaving the 


area to a few Mormon settlers. 
Now just five families draw a 
partial living from the 40-mile 
stretch of Montezuma Canyon 
which once was thickly pop­ 
ulated. 
“We know a large number of 
people lived here in aboriginal 
times. One archaeologist esti­ 
mates the American Southwest 
had more than one million in­ 
habitants. And in the Four 
Corners area there were 


hundreds of thousands.” 
“We’re developing some very 
important hypotheses on land 
use, how the Indians used it, 
how modern farm ers and 
ranchers use it, and how it 
should be used. We’ve been 
working for years to develop 
these hypotheses. They’re not 
just theory. They’re something 
we’ve developed carefully over 
a number of years, involving an 
enormous amount of data.

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The Pineapple 
Changing eating habits best way to lose weight 
I 
Farming's ugly duckling 
now laying a golden egg 


HONOLULU (UPI) - Pi­ 
neapple, the ugly duckling of 
Hawaiian agriculture, is now 
laying the golden eggs. 
And the same economists 
who forecast continued disaster 
for Hawaii’s sugar industry see 
only continued profits for 
pineapple. 
“ We re making so much 
money it’s embarrassing,” was 
the summation of one pineapple 
company executive. 
And a ll th is from an 
agribusiness that less than 10 
years ago had bankrupted 
scores, closed seven major 
companies, threw thousands 
out of their jobs and in the opi­ 
nion of just about every 
economist was a cadaver ready 
for burial. 
It was agreed that Hawaii’s 
high labor and production costs 
had priced the canned fruit and 


juice out of the market. 
Everywhere in the world — 
even in Honolulu — Malaysia, 
Australian or Taiwanese can­ 
ned pineapple could be bought 
cheaper than the American 
brands. 
Hawaii’s surviving pineapple 
growers still blame Washington 
for their post-World War II dis­ 
aster. America, in its anxiety to 
get the Asian economies back 
on their feet, encouraged the 
development of the pineapple 
industry in those tropical 
countries suitable for planting. 
American personnel, machi­ 
nery and know-how were ex­ 
ported to Taiwan, the Philip­ 
pines and Southeast Asia ami 
financed by State Department 
monies. Hawaii’s pineapple 
producers eagerly accepted the 
invitations. Stung by the clout 
of the powerful International 
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Longshoremen’s and Ware­ 
housemen’s Union for higher 
wages, the big producers 
opened foreign subsidiaries. 
Del Monte put in a growing and 
packing operation in the Philip­ 
pines as did Castle & Cooke 
Foods, the world’s largest 
packer of pineapple. 
Of the three surviving pineap­ 
ple companies in Hawaii, only 
one, Maui Land and Pineapple, 
has limited its acreage to 
Hawaii. 
Castle & Cooke (former Dole 
Co.) and Del Monte claim they 
never could have survived the 
starvation years had it not been 
for their Philippine plants 
which helped to average down 
the higher Hawaii production 
costs with the cheap wages and 
lower costs overseas. 
First Hawaiian Bank econo­ 
mists say several factors are 
responsible for the revival. The 
most important has been the 
reduction of pineapple acreage 
by two of Hawaii’s biggest com­ 
petitors: Taiwan and Malaysia. 
Economist Thomas K. Hitch 
doubts if either country will 
return to its previous high 
production levels because of in­ 
creased industrial use of land 
and the rising costs of labor and 
fertilizer. 
Increased efficiency by Ha­ 
waii’s producers has also been 
a big factor. The sm all, 
marginal operations have dis­ 
appeared. As Hitch said, ‘‘Only 
those companies that have 
adjusted to the new market 
forces have survived.” The in­ 
ability of most of the Hawaii 
growers to meet the lower-cost 
com petition killed them . 
Development of new markets, 
aggressive sales campaigns and 
continuous campaigns to cut 
costs have resuscitated the in­ 
dustry. 
First Hawaiian’s researchers 
say Taiwan packed only 1.7 
million cases last year ‘‘and 
probably will not grow pineap­ 
ple in the volume they once 
did.” Seven years ago some five 
million cases of Taiwanese 
pineapple were being produced 
anndally, most of it exported to 
the U.S. in direct competition to 
the Dole and Del Monte labels 
which had previously dominat­ 
ed grocer’s shelves. 
Labor shortages in Asia have 
been a big factor in the drop in 
pineapple production. Dr. Hitch 
said plantation workers are 
moving into factories where 
they can make more money. No 
matter where Pineapple is 
grown, it requires large 
amounts of hand and stoop 
labor in both the planting and 
picking operations. 
The increased costs erf the 
petro-chemical fertilizers have 
hurt the Asian producers more 
because of their less efficient 
production methods. 
Equally important has been 
the increased demand on the 
American Mainland. Hawaiian 
pineapple has always had to 
compete against locally grown 
fruit crops and nearly always at 
a disadvantage because of ship- 
ing and handling costs. But 
recently there have been 
droughts, crop failures and 
labor strife that have made 
Hawaii’s pineapple prices much 
more attractive. 
One of the biggest shots of 
adrenalin for the industry has 
been the fresh fruit program. It 
now accounts for 12 per cent of 
the harvest. 


ATLANTA (UPI) - Psy­ 
chologist Stan Chapman says 
altera! eating habits and not 
short-lived diets are the best 
way to take off pounds and keep 
them off. 
Chapman, a psychologist at 
Georgia Regional Hospital, 
says diets can assist in initial 
weight loss but that in most in­ 
stances the dieters regain the 
weight. A study project he 
recently completed shows that 
behavior modification can 
result in a slow, steady, weight 
loss without the need to stay on 
a diet. 
“We had 57 overweight ladies 
in our project who were 20 to 80 
per cent o v e r w e i g h t , ” 
Chapman said. “By the end of 
eight weeks, they had lost on 
average of a pound a 


week.” 
Chapman conducts followup 
sessions with the volunteer 
project participants and says 
successful weight management 
should continue if the women do 
not return to their old eating 
habits. 
The project got underway last 
February with the 57 women 
divided into three groups. They 
met for 1 Mi-hour sessions once a 
week for eight weeks. Three 
women dropped out. In the clas­ 
ses, eating and hunger were 
treated as conditioned respon­ 
ses. 
“We taught them to lose 
weight by changing many 
aspects of their living,” he said. 
“Obesity is a reflection of in­ 
appropriate eating habits that 
people have learned throughout 


their lives,” Chapman said. 
“We systematically tried to 
alter their eating habits step by 
step.” 
Most of the women had been 
in many diet programs and 
some had taken shots and diet 
pills in unsuccessful attempts 
to shed weight. 
The women were instructed 
to keep a food diary listing what 
they ate, when and how much, 
to give them some awareness of 
what they were eating. 
They were told not to watch 


television, or listen to the radio 
or stereo during mealtimes, but 
to eat in one place and do 
nothing but eat. 
“People watch Walter Cron- 
kite come on the tube, and 
boom, they start eating,” 
Chapman said. 
The project participants were 
encouraged not to eat “junk 
foods” by keeping low calorie 
foods in conspicious places. If 
ice cream was purchased for 
the children, "we would tell the 
mothers to lock up the freezer 


and give the kids a key,” 
Chapman said. 
“We talked about emotions 
and how a lot of people eat in 
response to emotions. When 
people are bored and have 
nothing to do. that’s when they 
eat. And that’s when they 
should take a walk, go to a 
movie, do anything as an alter­ 
native to eating.” 
Other topics included in the 
classes were preplanning 
meals, exercise, disposal of lef­ 
tovers and eating slower.

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122-year old Indian 
policy causes problems 


OLYMPIA. Wash (UP1) - 
Territorial Gov. Isaac I. Ste­ 
vens’ final solution for what he 
called the Indian problem 122 
years ago has created more 
controversy than it is likely to 
solve 
Stevens, an Army veteran of 
the Mexican-American War. 
was Washington’s first chief ex­ 
ecutive. In 1854 and early 1855. 
he made a whirlwind sweep 
through the western portion of 
the territory and came back 
with a collection of treaties 
with various Indian tribes. 
Soon afterward Indians decid­ 
ed they had been tricked and a 
bloody war began. 
The most important aspect of 
the treaties still in conflict is 
Indian fishing rights 
A large part of the problem 
stems from the fact Stevens 
died before he could explain 
what he meant in the treaties. A 
major general in the Union 
Army, he fell in the Battle of 
Chantilly. Va in 1862 
Stevens knew he was in trou­ 
ble over the treaties prior to the 
war, and he promised to some 
day write a full explanation of 
his aims Congress had refused 
to ratify all but the first treaty 
and Stevens had been censured 
by h is own t e r r i t o r i a l 
legislature. 
“I trust the time will come 
when I shall be able to vindicate 
them and show they were wise 
and proper and that they ac­ 
complished a great end,” 
Stevens said. 
On the specific subject of In­ 
dian fishing. Stevens said in a 
Department of Interior report 
that: 
“It was thought necessary to 
allow them to fish at all ac­ 
customed places since this 
would not in any manner in­ 


terfere with the rights of 
citizens, and was necessary for 
the Indians to obtain a sub­ 
sistence." 
That may have been fine 120 
years ago when salmon and 
steelhead trout were so plenti­ 
ful that they were used for fer­ 
tilizer. but as fishing pressure 
built and fish runs declined over 
the years, the situation became 
increasingly tense 
With little guidance from the 
author, courts have handed 
down a bewildering assortment 
of decisions on Indian fishing as 
granted by the Stevens’ trea­ 
ties. 
Stevens, himself, thought lit­ 
tle of the judiciary and when in 
1856 territorial Judge Edward 
M 
Lander ruled against 
Stevens wishes in a case involv­ 
ing Indians, Stevens had Lander 
thrown in jail. 
It is not that simple now. and 
state and federal courts appear 
to be on a collision course un­ 
less the U.S. Supreme Court 
acts. 
The crisis began two-and-a- 
half years ago when U.S. 
District Judge George H. Boldt 
ruled that the Stevens’ treaties 
meant that Indians had a right 
to half the available fish. 
State courts, while recogniz­ 
ing much more limited Indian 
fishing rights, have never come 
close to the 56-50 split. 
At the state level, several 
courts have also ruled that in 
spite of what Judge Boldt said. 
State Fisheries Director Don 
Moos does not have the power 
to allocate salmon to enforce 
treaty rights. 
The State Supreme Court 
currently has under advisement 
a request that it greatly reduce 
Indian fishing rights Judge 
Boldt's name came up. and not 


in a friendly manner, frequent­ 
ly during oral arguments before 
the state court. 
For his part, outgoing Gov. 
Dan Evans thinks Boldt is tak­ 
ing a bum rap. 
‘‘Many people may not like it, 
but rather than concentrate 
their fire on Judge Boldt if they 
are looking for a scapegoat, 
perhaps it is the people who 
signed the original treaties 120 
years ago." Evans said. 
The unpopularity of Boldt’s 
ruling has been underscored by 
demonstrations on land and 
afloat 
Commercial fishermen have 
protested at the state capitol, 
and a group of gillnetters 
decided to take matters into 
their own hands and fish 
without permission.

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Top turkey tilt: 
Dallas vs. Cards 


United Press International 
Football tradition will bask in Detroit 
Thursday but the significant football will 
illuminate from Dallas. 
The Lions, long since eliminated from 
the playoffs with a 5-6 record, will host 
their 32nd consecutive Thanksgiving Day 
game when the hapless Buffalo Bills in­ 
vade the Silverdome; but the eyes of the 
football world will be on Dallas where 
the Cowboys face the St. Louis Cardinals 
for first piace in the NFC East. 
Dallas holds a one game lead over St. 
Louis and both teams are coming off 
stunning setbacks last weekend—the 
Cowboys fell to Atlanta 17-10 and the 
Cardinals lost at home to Washington 16- 
10. 
“Sure, it was a shock,” said Dallas 
running back Preston Pearson of the 
Atlanta game, just the second loss of the 
season for the Cowboys. “We shouldn’t 
lose to anybody. Maybe the shock will be 
the thing that will get us started back on 
the right track.” 
“That loss woke us up for St. Louis,” 
added defensive back Benny Barnes. 
“Something had to wake us up.” 
The St. Louis defeat left Washington 
one game out of second place in the race 
for the wild card playoff berth that is 
almost guaranteed the runnerup in the 
NFC East The Redskins have a date 
remaining with the Cowboys while the 
Cardinals still must face Baltimore after 
the Thanksgiving engagement. 
“Had St 
Louis won.” said Dallas 
Coach Tom Landry, “we would have 
been in a bad psychological situation 
coming off our loss But now both teams 
are coming off a loss and you can never 
tell what might happen on Thanks­ 
giving.“ 
Roger Staubach has tapered off after a 
blazing start and had his worst game of 
the season against the Falcons, who in­ 


tercepted three of his passes and sacked 
him four times. Staubach. who topped 
the 200-yard passing mark in five of his 
first six games, has reached 200 yards 
only once in his last five outings. 
St Louis has a revived Terry Metcalf 
going in its favor. Against Washington, 
Metcalf had his best game since opening 
day when he rushed for 91 yards and 
caught a 48-yard touchdown pass. The 
inefficiency of Hart, who hit just nine of 
32 passes, triggered the Cardinal down­ 
fall against the Redskins. 
Detroit, which is 4-3 under interim 
Coach Tommy Hudspeth, is coming off a 
14-10 upset of Chicago and will be out to 
extend Buffalo’s losing streak to eight 
games. 
The Bills have not won since the fourth 
weekend of the season when they blitzed 
Kansas City 50-17. Buffalo has not scored 
more than 22 points in a game since then 
and has been held to 14 or less in its last 
four outings. 
The Lions have regained respectability 
on offense with the resurgence of Greg 
Landry as one of the NFC’s premier 
quarterbacks.

The boys were sitting around the old 
Lompoc American Legion Hall, killing 
time and griping about how there was 
nothing to do for fun between the 
baseball and basketball seasons. 


Somebody suggested that the Legion 
sponsor a town football team. 
Now, you have to remember that, 
aside from the two or three guys who 
played the game in high school in other 
towns, or in college, nobody in Lompoc 
had ever even seen a football. But it 
sounded like fun. so they decided to give 
it a try 


And thus, in 1921, did football come to 
the Lompoc Valley. 
“We ordered uniforms from the Sears 
and Roebuck catalogue.” recalls Bill 
Proud, one of the team founders. ‘‘They 
got here the day before the first game 
The fellas who come out didn’t even 
know how to put the helmets on. They 
had ’em on backwards.”

Proud is one of the true sports pioneers 
of the Valley. Now 81, he’s about the 
same size—5’4” and 120 pounds—as when 
he played nine seasons for the Legion 
team. Bill has a full head of snow-white 
hair, a pretty fair spring in his step, and 
a sharp memory for details. 
He remembers Lompoc’s first game, 
played against the Santa Maria Lfegion 
team on the rock and gravel covered 
field at the old high school (now Lompoc 
Junior High). 
It was Sunday, October 16, 1921 
“We chose to receive,” says Proud 
“We had a 215-pounder. They kicked to 
him, and he picked the ball up and threw 
it over his head backwards.” 
Santa Maria won 19-0. 
It was the start of a Legion football 
program that flourished for over a 
decade High school football started the 
following year, but Legion ball was more 
popular in Lompoc. The high school 
played its games on Friday afternoon, 
when many of the farmers were work­ 
ing. Legion games were played on Sun­ 
day afternoon 
Besides, the Legion guys were older, 
bigger and generally tougher than the 
high school kids. 
Lompoc played town and club teams 
from Santa Barbara, Santa Maria. 
Arroyo Grande. San Luis Obispo, and oc- 
cassionally a team from Los Angeles 
Lompocans turned out in large 
numbers, passing the hat to pay team ex­ 
penses. and enclosing the field with a 
solid wall of automobiles when the 
weather turned a little chilly. 
An account in the Lompoc Record 
describes one typical crowd 
“The Lompoc fans, plentiful in number 
and seething with patriotic sentiment, 
rubbed elbows and sorta rubbed it in to 
their Santa Maria neighbors when the 
game shifted in their favor.” 
The Record recorded the birth of foot­ 
ball here, noting that professor Othar J. 
“ Pop” Gilliland, local high school 
athletic coach, would be “chief advisor’ 
for the team, which would practice twice 
a week (at night, in the high school 
gym), and have “skull work” at the 
Legion Club, “where they’ll hear the 
principles of football expounded ” 
Gilliland was a pot-bellied gentleman 
w hose 
grid iron 
know ledge 
was 
questioned by Proud. 
“ He claimed he was an old football 
man," Proud says with a chuckle. “He 
was the biggest liar in the country He 
even suited up once (see photo), but he 
couldn't move out of his tracks. But he 
knew something about football, and the 
guys who didn't know anything about it 
listened to him.” 
After Lompoc’s opening-game 19-0 loss 
to Santa Maria, the Record, in a classic 
wait-till-next-year line, noted that “a 
good stiff season of practice will mold 
them into a winning team ’ 
It didn't take that long On October 28, 
Lompoc beat the Santa Barbara 
Knights of Columbus 13-12. Tlie new­ 
spaper reported the only local injury: 
“Jimmy Gardner is wearing a shanty 
over a bruised optic.” 
The Lompoc players were a tough lot 
Tliere were some big guys, like Howard 
Sperber (6 3” and 185), and some little 
guys, like Proud and the team’s running 
stars. "Doc” Kelliher and Harry Arkley, 
both university trained. 
Proud and Arkley ran the ends, while 
Herman “Fat” Hodges and Kelliher ran 
inside. Sperber could kick a mile and 
throw the bomb 
And there were just plain tough guys, 


like the plumber named Brock, who wore 
no shoulder pads-just a sleeveless un­ 
dershirt. 


“He was a rough, tough mug,” says 
Proud, “but he couldn’t move too well." 
And there was a barber named A1 
Harris, who was accused by the Arroyo 
Grande players of throwing dirt and 
gravel in their faces at the line of scrim­ 
mage 


Even little Bill Proud was tough. 
"I prided myself on being the first man 
down on a punt. A Santa Maria guy 
named Bud Davis said, ‘I’m going to take 
Proud out.’ I ran right at him just like I 
didn't see him. I sidestepped him and put 
out my fist and caught him on the point 
of the chin and he went down. I made the 
tackle 
Toby Negus, a stocky 5’8”, 185-pound 
defensive end, would bring down 
ballcarriers by grabbing whichever leg 
was off the ground and yanking it up into 
the air. 
“Those boys played rough.” says Ed 
Negus, who was on the team four 
seasons “That was knock-down, drag- 
out.” 


The locals made it two wins in a row, 
beating Arroyo Grande in spite of an 
ominous pre-gam e warning in the 
Record that “The Arroyoftes have some 
big pumpkin rollers on their lineup and 
have cleaned up on everything in that 
section ” 
After Lompoc’s upset win over the 
pumpkin rollers, the Arroyo Grande 
newspaper explained that credit for the 
Lompoc win should go to the Lompoc 
referee. The locals were also charged 
with unsportsmanlike behavior and using 
“outlaw“ plays. 
The latter probably referred to the 
“Tennessee pass,” which was basically a 
quarterback sprint-out option. It was 
legal—the Lompoc team had taken great 
pains to verify that—and tough for un­ 
sophisticated defenses to handle. 
Arroyo Grande had no exclusive rights 
to making excuses When Lompoc lost to 
Santa Maria 13-0 on Thanksgiving Day, 
55 years ago today, the Record noted that 
“The Lompoc players feel that they were 
robbed of their chances for winning in 
the Thanksgiving Day game by the 
adverse decisions of the referee.” 
(There was normally only one official 
working the game.) 
A rematch was set up for three weeks 
later. 
“Santa Maria’s crack football team 
found the going mighty fast last Sunday 
when they hooked up with the Lompoc 
Legion team,” the Record faithfully 
reported “In fact, the Santa Marians 
were a rather sick outfit when the first 
half ended and they had been royally 
trounced 
Halftime score was 13-13 Santa Maria 
won 27-13 


Santa Maria was Lompoc's number 
one rival. In 1922 the two teams tied 0-0 
but, according to the Record: 
“The game, however, was not as even 
as the score would indicate, as the Lom­ 
poc boys surely beat the Santa Marians 
<Mi their home field.” 
On Thanksgiving Day in 1922, the 
locals finally beat Santa Maria 9-0 and 
the Record crowed: 
“Santa Maria rooters were plentiful 
and were strong in talk, but it is reported 
that they did not back their players very 
strongly with their coin.” 
The local Legion team changed 
coaches regularly, switched playing 
fields to Ryon Park when the bean fields 
moved out. and had a big turnover of 
players. It was the best entertainment in 
town while it lasted, until the mid- 
1930’s, when town football simply died 
out. 
If they ever make a movie telling the 
story of the Lompoc Legion football 
team, the final scene, which Proud 
swears really happened, would go 
something like this: 
Little Bill Proud, flour-sack pants 
billowing and helmet flaps flapping, runs 
the ball against a frustrated Arroyo 
Grande team 
He cuts for the sidelines with several 
big brutes chasing him. He runs out of 
bounds but they continue to chase him, 
so he runs up a little hill and onto some 
railroad tracks that run alongside the 
field 
Football m hand, he keeps running 
down the tracks with the gang of big 
pumpkin rollers in snarling pursuit. 
Fade off into the sunset... 
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Going strong at 38 
It's still fun for Jimmy 


Penn State 
Dons could be toast of 
T o tL the coast this season

REDWOOD CITY. Calif 
NEA) — The word “challenge” 
is supreme in the psyche of 
James Earl Johnson. It impels 
him to push his 38-year-old body 
out of the football field each 
Sunday for the San Francisco 
49ers in what is essentially an 
endeavor for young, lithe, 
resilient men. And each Mon­ 
day morning he wakes up 
bruised in physique from the in­ 
tense contact, and brutal in 
self-evaluation. 
“Football has been my job a 
long, long time,” says Jimmy 
Johnson, left cornerback on 
defense for the 49ers since 1961 
(except for a hitch as a flanker 
on offense in 1962). 
“1‘m very rough on myself. In 
my 16th year as a professional 
football player. I have yet to 
arrive at a Monday morning, 
evaluate myself and say, ‘Jim 
Johnson, you played a super 100 
per cent game yesterday.’ 
“Yet at this point, the thrill of 
challenging an offensive end or 
a running back is as intense as 
it was when I first came in. I 
wasn't as sure of myself or had 
as much confidence starting 
out. Now I have confidence, and 
I think the intensity and level of 
challenge and enjoyment of 
playing has risen for me." 
Among the men who play con­ 
tact positions regularly in the 
National Football League, only 
Jim Marshall, the defensive 
end of the Minnesota Vikings is 
older than Johnson — by three 
months. 
“I believe age is a state of 
mind ” says the tall, slim- 
looking defensive back. “ I can 
perform any endeavor as long 
as I have the dedication and 
perserverance of mind to com­ 
plete and accomplish any given 
task ” 
Jim Johnson turns an impas­ 
sive. almost dour face to the 
world He brings to football the 
silent dignity of a Jim Brown, 
w ithout q u ite th e sam e 
foreboding. It is remarkable 
that he holds down a regular 
position in an area where the sl­ 
ightest slowing of reflexes 
betrays defensive cohesion, 
where the merest slip of con­ 
centration means six quick 
points for the other team. And 
maybe the solemnity that glides 
over the planes of his strong 
face, that penetrating fix of his 
eyes are the clues to the 
spiritual strength which covers 
any flaws of age 
It has always been a battle 
for Jim Johnson to succeed in 
sports. He has an older brother, 
Rafer Johnson, who won the 
CHympic decathlon in 1960, sym­ 
bolic of the best athlete in the 
world And though they were 
and are close, there was always 


a need, an impulse to measure 
up to the standard of big 
brother — going back to the 
days they were little kids in 
Kingsburg. Calif., a rural com­ 
munity in the San Joaquin 
valley. 
‘There was a sense," admits 
Jim. "of a younger brother 
breaking his back trying to 
duplicate what his older brother 
had done, an anxious young 
brother trying to make his 
way." 
He had followed R afer’s 
tracks to UCLA, where he also 
competed in track, but where, 
unlike Rafer, he played football 
and was ultimately drafted No 
1 in 1961 (Billy Kilmer of the 
Washington Redskins was a 
teemmate and also a first draft 
choice of the 49ers that same 
year).

A unique math instruction 
program for the early grades 
has withstood the test of time 
and now is being copied by 
school districts elsewhere 
F illm o re m a th te a c h e r 
P a m e la D uke and fo rm e r 
colleagues Teddi Fuller, Anna 
Cullins and Sue M ercier con­ 
ceived and wrote the program 
several years ago as, literally, 
a baling wire effort to motivate 
youngsters in math disciplines 
Kindergarten to grade three 
youngsters are the target. 
The teach ers tabbed the 
program, ‘ Tri-step,” probably 
b ec au se of a th re e -p h a se 
feature of the work m aterials. 
A youngster is tested at the out­ 
set and then is able to follow his 


own progress in math by means 
of color coded steps that ascend 
a kind of ladder. The steps 
become more difficult as they 
advance toward the top, and 
progress in m asterin g the 
various steps will vary with the 
individual. 
The experiment worked and 
now math teachers in other dis­ 
tricts are copying the system. 
This month a collection of the 
m a te ria ls illu s tra tin g th e 
program were scheduled to be 
on display in Anaheim at the 
Southern California Conference 
of the California Math Council. 
Duke say s th e T ri-ste p 
system involves the reorganiza­ 
tion of math textbooks so that 
they’re in a logical sequence.

frustration by enabling him to 
accomplish some basic princi­ 
ples of m ath at his own speed 
and according to his own 
ability. The youngster, literally 
competes with himself and not 
with his classm ates. “The Tri- 
step system excites children,” 
Duke said recently, "because it 
gives each child a chance to see 
his own progress in color coded 
steps. 
“Tri-step is an individualized 
math program which is being 
used a g a in th is y e a r a t 
Fillmore, El Camino and Los 
Padres schools,” Duke con­ 
tinued. “The program is non­ 
graded. skills are listed in the 
order they should be taught and 
mastered. 
“ By 
a p p r o a c h in g 
m athem atics through the use of 
the Tri-step math program .” 
she s a id , “ and allo w in g 
children to work on an in­ 
dividualized, non-graded ap­ 
proach. each child should 
develop a better understanding 
of m athem atics and a greater 
skill in solving problems.” 


The problems as illustrated 
on the ladder charts start off 
easy and become more com­ 
plicated as they climb For ex­ 
ample some of the beginning 
steps pose questions about the 
sim ple identity of circles, 
triangles, squares and other 
geometric shapes 


At the top, how ever, a 
youngster is able to use frac­ 
tions, 
recite 
m ultiplication

SAN FRANCISCO (UPI) - 
Most criminal trials, no m atter 
how sensational at the time, im ­ 
itate old soldiers after the ver­ 
dict and just fade away. 
However, the trial of newspa­ 
per heiress Patricia Hearst for 
bank robbery after her kidnap 
seems an exception to the rule. 
The legal steps are not over, 
of course, nor are the repercus­ 
sions But additionally there is 
the public in te rest, which 
seems just as high as ever. 
In fact, a unique publishing 
venture by Leon Vilinskas in­ 
dicates interest may be even 
growing 
Vilinskas took the five-foot- 
high stack of trial transcripts 
and has published them in a 750- 
page soft cover book, entitled 
"The Trial of Patty H earst," 
which sells for $9 50 under the 
imprint of the Great Fidelity 
Press of San Francisco. A hard 
cover edition sells for $16 50 
And he says the entire first 
printing of 30,000 copies was 
sold before publication. 
It is doubtful if the complete 
transcript of any trial has 
previously been put out in book 
form. And certainly not one of 
the length of the Hearst trial — 
a trial for which the transcript 
alone would have cost $1.300

Hollywood's hell but there's hope

LOS ANGELES - (NEA) 
— “It troubles me terribly,” 
says John Dean, “that it will 
happen again.” 
tlie “it" he’s referring to is, 
of course, the Watergate af­ 
fair. He sees a parallel 
between what happened in 
1972 — the Watergate in­ 
vestigation was tabled until 
after the election — and this 
year. 
Dean has recently stated 
that Dick Cook, a White House 
staff member in 1972, ap­ 
proached President Ford, 
then an influential con­ 
gressman, and asked him to 
try to block the Patman Com- 
m i tt e e 
inquiry 
into 
Watergate. 
But nothing came of Dean's 
statement. He says no one in 
an official capacity has ap­ 
proached him for amplifica­ 
tion. And he says he and some 
media friends are “having 
nightmares” of a new out­ 
burst of Watergate in­ 
vestigations — now that the 
’76 election is over. 
He says Cook first denied 
having spoken to him about 
Ford’s complicity in the 
movie to impede the Patman 
inquiry. But later. Dean says, 
Cook changed his story and 
curr ntly says he is “unsure” 
whether or not he spoke to 
Dean. 
"At first,’’ Dean says, 
“ Cook said he was at 
Lockheed at the time of the 
Patman inquiry. Now he ad­ 
mits that was wrong, and he 
says his memory was off by 
two years.’'’ 
Dean says many TV and 
newspaper reporters have in­ 
dicated to him they wanted to 
write more about the Ford- 
Cook incident, before the elec­ 
tion. But, he says, they were 
told by their producers and 
editors not to touch the story. 
With the election over. Dean 
believes the shackles will be 
off and that the probe into 
Ford’s connection with the 
story will begin in earnest. 
Dean, one of the leading 
figures in the Watergate scan­ 
dal, is now a writer. He does 
interviews for Rolling Stone 
magazine, and his book about 
his 
co nne ction 
with 
Watergate, “ Blind Am­ 
bition,” is on the best seller 
list 
He feels now that his future 
is in writing. It can t be m 
law. He was disbarred and 
says now that he believes his 
disbarment was “ a right 
decision.” 
“I made bad judgments." 
he says. “I don’t deserve to 
practice law.” 
He says be was “uncomfor­ 
table” during his years as 
President Nixon’s counsel, 
“uncomfortable” doing the 
things he had to do. 
"I know right from wrong.” 
he says. “I rationalized my 
way by having others handle 
things for me I saved myself, 
I thought.” 
Dean’s parents, he says, 
keep telling him now that 
what he went through was a 
good lesson for him They tell 
him he was moving too fast 
and had gotten “too big for his 
britches." 
"And I guess I can be 
grateful,” he says, "that I 
learned my lesson at this age, 
rather than when I was 
older.” 
Dean’s book, written almost 
like a novel, includes a great 
deal of dialogue. He relies on 
his memory for that, a 
memory first made famous 
when he testified before the 
Ervin committee and was

his junior year, he became a 
dual English-political science 
major.

BURBANK, Calif. (UPI) - 
Lockheed Aircraft Corp., the 
frequently troubled aerospace 
giant, says it will get rid of its 
white elephant — Hollywood- 
Burbank Airport — by June 1. If 
it can’t sell it, it will close it. 
Lockheed is the only industry 
which owns a public airport and 
it’s not a good investment, 
Lockheed officials say. 
Four cities have formed a 
Joint Powers Agreement to buy 
the facility and keep it going, if 
they have time to complete the 
complicated purchase. 
If the airport is closed, its 
traffic would be diverted to Los 
Angeles International and 
many jobs would be lost. 
“I know that at least 2,000 
jo b s w ould be lo s t im ­ 
m ediately,” said Burbank 
Mayor Leland Ayers. “They are 
the jobs with the leaseholders 
around the field. Another 10,000 
to 20.000 jobs would be lost in 
the area.” 
Burbank, Glendale, Pasadena 
and San F e rn a n d o have 
proposed to buy the airport un­ 
der a joint p o w e r s agree­ 
ment. 
Lockheed is strapped by a low 
2 per cent return on its invest­ 
ment and faces loss of a noise 
variance June 1, 1977. That’s a 
major problem. 
It purchased the airport in 
1940 for $1.5 million from 
United Air Lines because it 
needed a testing facility for war 
production aircraft. 
A spokesman for one of the 
major airlines using the facility 
— Hughes Airwest — said a 
publicly owned airport would 
have more success dealing with 
government regulations, espe­ 
cially those related to noise, 
than would a private industry. 
Lockheed is asking $55 
million for the 440-acre airfield, 
its term inal and company 
structures including hangers 


Educators defend academic degrees 


THE OLD and the new come together in Holland where electric 
power lines and an 18th Century windmill, yesterday’s power 
generator, are neighbors. The practicality of windmills as a source 
of free, clean and limitless power is being considered in the United 
States as an alternate to power produced by burning fuels.

College graduates driving 
cabs, looking for jobs or work­ 
ing for less than their blue- 
collar buddies are helping 
critics of higher education 
questioning the worth of a 
degree. 
The criticism goes like 
this; 
The value of a degree is 
declining; as an investment 
college isn’t so hot. 
College and university offi­ 
cials consider the degree dis­ 
ag reem en t as th e ir new 
challenge. 
“ The arguments of some 
publicists, politicians and re­ 
searchers that a college educa­ 
tion is really not worthwhile is 
one reason hard-pressed gov­ 
ernments in many states are 
cutting back financial support 
for colleges, in terms of cons­ 
tant dollars per students,” 
Allan W. Ostar says. 
The executive director of the 


American Association of State 
Colleges and Universities said 
some state governments are 
placing ceilings on enrollments 
and tightening up admissions. 
“Arguments about the declin­ 
ing value of a college educa­ 
tion, usually presented in a very 
oversimplified form, play into 
the hands of some state of­ 
ficials anxious to cut spending 
for budgetary or political 
reasons,” he said. 
“The new arguments against 
college range from «motional 
outbursts, some coming from 
the extreme left or extreme 
right, to highly technical 
analyses of the rates of return 
on college as an investment 
compared to business invest­ 
ments.” 
Ostar’s association is out 
with a pamphlet critical of the 
“oversimplified” arguments. It 
is called “The Value of a 
College Education.” 
Hie rebuttal publication is 


particularly critical of a study 
by Richard Freeman and J. 
Herbert Holloman. The econo­ 
mists asserted that the value of 
a college degree is decreasing. 
Its “rate of return” fell from 
about II to 12 per cent in 1989 to 
about seven to eight per cent in 
1974, they found. 
“The two economists com­ 
pared the earnings in years of 
vigorous economic growth in 
the sixties with the earnings in 
years of recession and then 
predicted that the job market 
for the indefinite future would 
continue to be like that of the 
recession years,” Ostar said.

Pollution-asthma connection sought 


IRVINE (UPI) — A research­ 
er using the modern disciplines 
of data analysis and biostatis­ 
tics has come up with evidence 
that the relationship between 
air pollution and some respira­ 
tory diseases is not what it 
seems. 
In a study of asthma victims, 
Dr. John Kurata of University 
of California, Irvine, said his 
study did not find a definite as­ 
sociation between air pollu­ 
tants and asthma 
"We could not find a signifi­ 
cant relationship,” he said in an 
interview. “But the design of 
ths study was more than just 
the relationships between pollu­ 
tants and asthma. We looked at 
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several other factors including 
pollen and the dander from cats 
and dogs.” 
»Dander is the protein on the 
tip of the animal’s hair which 
can create allergy problems. 
The one-year study with 49 
asthma sufferers in the Los 
Angeles area turned up several 
correlations which run counter 
to earlier pollution studies, he 
said. 
Daily exposure to cats and 
dogs caused a marked differ­ 
ence in the severity of the 
asthma symptoms. 
“The findings, however, do 
not clear air pollutants of a role 
in asthma,” Kurata said. He 
also said the study’s impor­ 
tance lies not in implicating the 
family pet as in emphasizing 
the need for more research to 
solve the apparent inconsisten­ 
cies. 
He said his own study would 
have shown the link between 
pollution and the disease if he 
had considered only portions of 
the data and ignored the effect 
of subgroup size on values in the 
statistics. 
“There might be some kind of 
synergistic effect (symptoms 
appearing only in combination 
with other influences),“ he 
said, “(such as) a combination 
of air pollution and dander. But 
the oocurance of asthma symp­ 
toms did not correspond in any 
recognizable pattern with con­ 
centrations of ozone, carbon 
monoxide and sulphur dioxide 
in the air. 
“I would like to emphasize 
that although we did not find 
the association we may be right 
at the threshhold level,” he 
said. “If the levels increased by 
20 per cent or so, especially 


ozone, we probably would find 
the associations.” 


He said he was convinced that 
the wrong interpretation of 
results can be harmful by pos­ 
sibly hiding more important ef­ 
fects. “It would cause a loss of 
credibility in efforts to define 
the true impact of environmen­ 
tal pollutants on health,” he 
said. 


He said the most important 
result of his study was the 
development of a research 


program which uses elements 
of psychology, immunology 
and data processing to search 
for both the social and physical 
influences affecting a dis­ 
ease 
Kurata. 31. has a Ph D in psy­ 
chology from the UCI School of 
Social Sciences, a postdoctoral 
research fellowship at the 
School of Public Health at 
UCLA, and has served as a 
teaching associate in biostatis­ 
tics at the UC College of 
Medicine.

A California congressman has proposed legislation that 
would bring about the most dramatic change in CBing since 
the band was established 19 years ago. 
U.S. Rep. Burt Talcott, a Republican, introduced a bill m 
the last session that directed the Federal Communications 
Commission to allocate six new CB channels in a higher skip- 
free frequency range. The bill made no headway in the ses­ 
sion, but he expects to introduce a revised version in the up­ 
coming session. 
Skip is a form of interference caused by signals bouncing off 
the atmosphere and landing hundreds of miles past their nor­ 
mal range. CBers face a skip crisis because sunspot activity 
will begin increasing in 1978, and sunspots make skip worse 
Sunspots, which are eruptions on the sun’s surface, send out 
ultraviolet rays, and the rays give the atmosphere additional 
electrical energy The added energy makes the ionosphere 
reflective, and it bounces radio waves just as a mirror reflects 
light. 
The last increase was in the middle and late 1960s, a time 
when few people had CBs Sunspots grow active every 11 
years, with the increase lasting three to five years In the next 
active period, 20 times as many people will have CBs as there 
were 11 years before. 
Confusion and a breakdown in CB communications are 
predicted by two government-financed studies. 
Talcott’s bill would direct the FCC to set up six channels 
well above the 27-megahurtz area where CB is now located 
The present range is one of the worst places to be in a sunspot 
peak, and higher frequencies are not as susceptible to the in­ 
terference. 
“ We’ve got to have more channels and we've got to have 
them in an area not as hard hit by skip interference,’’ says 
Tom Esterly, an aide to Talcott. “ Otherwise, we'll have a 
mess.” 
Esterly says that the bill is designed to put pressure on the 
FCC and prompt action from the agency before the sunspots 
get out of hand. 
The FCC earlier this year expanded the band from 23 to 40 
channels, but it allocated the new channels in the 27- 
megahurtz area. 
Neither this year’s bill nor the one planned for the next ses­ 
sion will say where the new channels should be. Carving out 
six new channels would not be an easy task The FCC would 
have to take the channels from existing radio systems, and no 
other group of radio operators would freely give up a chunk of 
electronic real estate. 
And the FCC would also face international problems If six 
new channels were allocated, it would be best if the Canadian 
government also expanded its CB to the same area Mexico 
has nothing comparable to CB 
Expanding to a higher frequency area would not solve the 
skip problem, only ease it a little Most CBers probably 
couldn't afford the move because the new radios would cost 
more. 
Electronic gear needed to hit the higher mark would boost 
the prices, perhaps as much as 400 per cent. Mass production 
and technical breakthroughs could knock down the price But 
one of the new generation CBs would have to cost more 
Some CBers will be stuck with skip, no matter what happens 
in Washington. The Talcott bill is a good idea, and CBers 
should make their U.S. senators and representatives aware of 
it. New channels should be allocated, whether through 
legislative mandate or on the FCC’s own initiative 
But it will not be the final solution. Skip, like morals, cannot 
be legislated

The place looked like a slum in 
the wilderness.

“Frankly, our parks are be­ 
ing loved to death,” said Roger 
Allin, park superintendent. 
Most national parks are suf­ 
fering the same problem: 260 
million visitors are expected 
this year at the 287 national 
parks, monuments and recrea­ 
tion areas. 
Olympic National Park is the 
finest remnant of the Pacific 
Northwest rain forest. But the 
trails are muddy and hikers 
detour around the puddles, 
trample foliage and beat down 
a wider path. 
Though overnight visits are 
controlled by a permit system, 
an overflow of hikers can often 
be found camping illegally 
along the trails. 
The park is starting to show 
the strain of today’s swarm of 
recreation seekers. Allin said 
the number will hit 2.5 million 
this year — that is six times the 
use of six years ago. 
Russel Dickenson, regional 
parks director, warned that 
many older parks in the Pacific 
Northwest are deteriorating. 
He complained of lack of funds 
to maintain existing parks and 
to develop new ones to spread 
the burden of the crowds. 
“ The facilities at Mount 
Rainier show their age,” 


Dickenson saia. “The prime ef­ 
fect of a low budget is that older 
parks aren’t being maintained 
like they should be.” 
President Ford has proposed 
legislation to expand and 
rehabilitate parks at a cost of 
$1.5 billion over 10 years. 
Just how mudi this plan will 
ease the strain is unknown. 
Most of the planned parkland 
additions are in remote Alaska. 
All 64 million acres are already 
in federal hands. Congress may 
act next year to designate these 
lands as parks.

Thanksgiving 


Tliere have probably been 
better years in which to 
celebrate Thanksgiving. 
A sudden return to life of the 
inflation we thought was pret­ 
ty much licked; persistently 
high unemployment; other dis­ 
mal, or at best uncertain, 
economic news — all these 
cast long shadows over the 
holiday in 1976 and stretch as 
far as we can see into 1977. 
But certainly there have 
been far, far worse years in 
which to celebrate Thanksgiv­ 
ing. 
Consider 1621, which tradi­ 
tion remembers as the year of 
the first Thanksgiving in 
America. The Pilgrims had 
lost half their tiny band of 100 
souls to disease during the 
terrible winter before, and 
although the survivors had 
gone on to reap a good harvest, 
their colony on a raw and in­ 
hospitable continent was by no 


means established or secure. 
Yet those who remained 
gave thanks — not merely for 
their survival but for the op­ 
portunity still offered to them 
for building a new life in a 
New World for themselves and 
their posterity. 
Or consider 1863, the year of 
Abraham Lincoln’s Thanksgiv­ 
ing proclamation, from which 
we date our modem obser­ 
vance. 
The nation was in the midst 
of the most terrible war in its 
history, before or since. 
Although there had been a 
great victory for the Union at 
Gettysburg in July, no one 
could foresee how many more 
months of bloodletting, or 
brother killing brother, were 
still to be endured. 
Yet the people gave thanks 
— not merely for mere sur­ 
vival but for the promise of 
peace and the opportunity, as 


Lincoln was later to phrase it, 
“ to bind up the nation’s 
wounds” and to join, North 
and South, to fashion an even 
stronger and more perfect 
Union. 
True, there have been more 
placid years than 1976. But if 
anyone knows of a time when 
there were no crises on the 
horizon, when life was better 
for the greater number than it 
is today, when the future was 
less forbidding and more 
promising than it is today — 
when in short, Americans had 
more reason to be thankful 
than they have today — let him 
step forward and we will listen 
to his case for calling off the 
holiday. 
Until then, we will give 
thanks for our own and our 
country’s blessings this 
Thanksgiving, as Americans 
always have, and as we always 
will.

WASHINGTON — The picture of Jim­ 
my Carter that emerges in this transi­ 
tion period is of a president-elect 
besieged by advisers of every kind and 
description, barricaded behind masses of 
briefing papers, looking hopefully for 
good men and true who can make up his 
administration. 
In light of this, one 
hesitates to recom­ 
mend even a single ad­ 
ditional choice of 
reading matter. 
But I believe that if 
the 
president-elect 
could find a quiet hour 
and a half to read a 
book called “Organiz­ 
ing the Presidency” 
he would find it as 
helpful as any of those 
thousands of words 
now being pushed on 
him. The author is 
Stephen Hess who had 
two brief stints in the 
White House, some ex­ 
perience on Capitol Hill and is now at 
Brookings Institution. 
Hess recommends scaling down — in 
large part eliminating — the vast struc­ 
ture that has grown up in the White 
House. It is hard to realize what a 
proliferating growth has occurred in 
enhancing the power of the presidency so 
that virtually all action centered there 
The White House staff grew from 37 in 
Franklin Roosevelt’s first term to 600 un­ 
der Richard Nixon and the executive of­ 
fice staff from zero to many thousands. 
“By the early 1970s,” Hess writes, 
“the ultimate modem presidency was at­ 
tempting to create all policy in the White 
House, to oversee the operations of 


government from the Whiie House, to 
use the White House staff to operate 
programs of high presidential priority 
and to represent in the White House all 
interests that are demographically 
separable. This attempt could never 
have succeeded. The White House staff 
— even at its overblown size — was 
simply too inadequate a fulcrum to move 
the weight of the executive branch which 
employed 5.000.000 people and spent over 
$300 billion annually.” 


Hess recommends what he calls 
“collegial’’ government. That is govern­ 
ment shared out, with responsibility put 
on individual cabinet officers for making 
the decisions and implementing them in 
their respective departments. 
The effectiveness of the president can 
be increased by shortening the chain of 
command, eliminating some of the 
filters that now cause delay and distor­ 
tion Ultimately, Hess believes, reducing 
the size of the White House establish­ 
ment is the surest guarantee that presi­ 
dents will be forced to rely on depart­ 
ment and agency heads for advice and 
follow-through. 
Carter should find extremely useful 
the recommendations about the kind of 
men suitable for responsible cabinet 
positions. Too often in the recent past 
cabinet members have been figureheads 
with the bureaucracies theoretically un­ 
der their jurisdiction running the depart­ 
ment and policy decisions emanating 
from the White House. 
In a collegial government, with 
cabinet officers relied on for authority 
over their respective domains and ad­ 
vice to the president in their own fields, 
more discriminating appointments could 
be made of men with true managerial 


ability. 
It is not alone the executive branch 
that has proliferated at a geometric rate. 
The costs of the legislative branch have 
increased from $351 million in 1970 to 
$959 million for fiscal year 1977. With no 
overhaul, and then only a perfunctory 
one, since 1946, the number of subcom­ 
mittees has multiplied and their staffs 
have grown at an equal pace. Senate 
committee chairmen long entrenched 
have been able to name dozens of staf­ 
fers who form a kind of fiefdom useful at 
election time. 
Sen. Adlai E. Stevenson HI, D.-Ill., has 
drafted a plan that would cut the number 
of Senate committees from 31 to 15. A 
senator’s committee would become a 
senator's committee and subcommittee 
assignments would be reduced from 18 to 
no more than eight. 
Rationalizing the structure of the 
Senate, and possibly also that of the 
House, which has been under con­ 
troversy for a long time, would match 
what Hess proposes for the executive 
branch. 
A heavy penalty on time and en­ 
durance is, for prominent officers such 
as the Secretary of State, to have to give 
virtually the same testimony before 
separate committees of Senate and 
House. This sometimes takes four or five 
hours out of the day of an already over­ 
burdened executive. 
How could there be a better time to put 
some sense — and some substantial sav­ 
ings as well — into the business of 
government than the present? A new ad­ 
ministration and in part at least a new 
Congress — there are II new senators — 
should show the country that construc­ 
tive change is possible.
